Foh the first fourteen months of the 
w Tariff receipts from Internal 
revenue were bnt $141,364,646 91. which 
is #12.000.000 less than internal revt 
eieipts under the McKlnley Act for the 
fiscal year MM, $20,000,000 lens than in- 
ternal revenue receipts for the uscnl 
year 1893 and $6,000,000 less than inter- 
nal revenue receipts for the tisral year 
The comparison made are for 14 
months of the new revenue bill as against 
but 12 months of the fertuer hill, 
yet in every case the McKlnley Bill 
duced more revenue within a shorter 
xl. The miscellaneous receipts for 
the first 14 months of the new Tariff 
were $16,637,316 72. In customs, inter 
nal revenue and miscellaneous receipt' 
the new Tariff is a revenue fizzle. 



During the first nine months of this 
year our Imports of dutiable goods were 
$110,468,966 greater than during the cor- 
responding months of 1894. The bulk of 
these goods was such as can be made in 
our own factories. Instead, they were 
made in foreign factories. Work, that 
should have been donoby American labor, 
was done by foreign labor. Wages, that 
should have been puld to Americans, were 
paid to foreigners. Assuming that only 
half the value of these goods represents 
their labor cost, then American labor has 
lost upwards of $55,000,000 In nine 
months of this year.

The Protec- 
tionists denied this, and said that the 
effect of free wool would bt to lower the 
pries of American grown wool and to 
advance the price of wool in foreign 
markets. The Protectionists were right. 
The Free-traders were wrong.

Most of the buildings which served to 
feed the flames were old rattletraps, 
and, as they took fire one after the 
other, the conflagration seemed to get 
beyond control of the fire fighters. 

At Silt the roof and side walls fell In 
with a crush. In a few minutes the 
flames leaped across the street to the 
Manhattan bank building. In ten 
minutes that building was ablaie from 
cellar to roof as was also the building 
on the corner of Crosby, opposite the 
building which caught Are. This 
place is occupied by White's express. 

When the rear wall of the building 
fell there were four flreraen in the 
building next to it. The six-story 
building towers above this and when 
the wall fell they started to run, but 
they seemed to be too late and were 

Shortiv tifter St o'clock there was an 
explosion in Adler's glove store at (138 
llroadway. which adjoined the corner 
bttUdiBf, Hot air blew out the front 
window and carried it with the frame 
work clear across lirondway. With 
the explosion flamcti shot up in the 
rear of the building and it then looked 
BS. if tttS Structure WO«M also be de- 
stroyed. The flumes were now blaz- 
lBf skyward from the building on the 
DOrtheael corner of llroadway and 
ItlcccKcr street where the Mnnhatten 
bunk is located. 

Bj 10 o'clock three-fourtiis of the en- 
tire fire department of the city was on 
the scene. 

No. ivio Broadway was totally wreck- 
ed. No*. 030 and BM were badly 
burned, but not destroyed. These 
stores are occupied by A. ta Simon A. 
Co., Adler. the glove man, and Good- 
rich, the carriage builder. , 

The surrounding streets were occu- 
pied with eaglaoa, horses and people. 
The police had no easy matter in keep- 
ing the crowd in order. 

At B:M the entire structure extend- 
ing from llroadway to Crosby street on 
Hlecker was a solid BMSS of flames. 

The corner wall at Crosby und Bleak- 
er streets jrOSHSlI as the flumes linked 
through. There was a dull, snapping 
noise, then a clap like thunder, nn.i 
the whole interior of the build n ■ 
crumbled in. A cry rent the air as the 
sound echoed tbroqjfll the SOfOT 
crowd watching tiie blaze from 
a distance. The cries were repeated as 
the corner wall leaned slowly over. 
Hcneath the totterinrr column stood 
the crews of hook and ladder No. II,
